It has just lx*on d iscovered by the press 
writers here tJiat a gen u in e woman mar­ 
ket exists in that lan d of all that is cu ri­ 
ou s an d bizarre—Brittan y. 
It appears that in the remote village of 
Pen ce, on a certain d ay of the year, all 
the marriageable maid en s, d ressed in 
their best, seat themselves on the parapet 
of a brid ge. 
The yoi^n g pien then file 
by, cliat with the fair on es, ask abou t 
their d owry, an d when they fin d the girl 
of their choice help her d escen d from the 
parapet, an action which appears to cor- 
resjxmd to throwin g the han d kerchief in 
eastern cou n tries. 
Mean time the girls’ paren ts have been 
watchin g the proceed in gs. 
They n ow 
come u p, an d the n ecessary prelimin aries 
are d iscu ssed . 
Han d s are then shaken 
as a sign that the bargain is con clu d ed , 
an d the legal an d religiou s rites on ly re­ 
main to be gon e throu gh with. 
This recalls certain qu ain t Fren ch mar­ 
riage cu stoms. In a village in the can ton 
of Man tes it Is con sid ered the projier 
thin g to oiler the brid e n d ish of “ bou il­ 
lon ” as she leaves the mayor’s office an d 
a spoon perforated with holes. At Riche- 
Ixyu rg in the same n eighborhood a broom 
is thrown on the grou n d , as if bv acci­ 
d en t, Ixd ore the brid e’s d oor. 
If she 
picks it u p as she comes ou t it is con sid ­ 
ered a sign that she will prove a gotxl 
hou 8ekc<‘i>er. 
In other ad join in g commu n es two 
you n g men the d ay after the marriage 
take the brid e on their shou ld ers an d 
carry her to the n earest village bou n d ary, 
where the n ewly married cou ple ren ew 
their vows, the you n g wife in ad d ition 
solemn ly promisin g “n ever to go to hu n t 
for her hu sban d at the tavern .” 
Tu rn in g from Fran ce toward the east, 
we fin d the marriage cu stoms yet more 
pictu resqu e. 
Thu s in the sou th of Ru s­ 
sia man y pecu liar practices arc still in 
vogu e. 
When the lian ce comes t * claim 
his tian cee it is u su al to hid e her from 
him with a thick veil. 
When the fatal “yes” has been pro­ 
n ou n ced a cord of white silk is poised 
arou n d the n ecks of the n ewly married 
an d mu st remain there for several hou rs. 
The groomsmen then offer them a piece 
of su gar to eat in token of the sweetn ess 
that shou ld characterize the marriage re­ 
lation . 
Du rin g the wed d in g breakfast the brid e, 
althou gh seated at the table, is n ot al­ 
lowed to partake of an y of the d ishes—a 
symbol of the su bmission she owes her 
hu sban d . 
In other localities it is the 
latter who mu st be gay on an empty 
stomach. 
lie, however, is n ot even jx r- 
mitted to d fc d own an d mu st wait on his 
gu ests. 
In some places when the marriage pro­ 
cession is formin g on e of the you n g men 
of the party takes the place of the groom, 
plays all kin d s of tricks in his assu med 
character, an d can n ot ho d isplaced u n til 
the*fu tu re hu sban d makes him a presen t 
in ord er to come in to liis own again . 
l am ashamed to ad d that in certain 
villages of Little Ru ssia the father lightly 
chastises tlie*brid e with a whip, which ho 
then han d s over to the hu sban d . 
This 
mean s that ¿be mu st be ever read y to 
yield the / latter obed ien ce an d n ot* at­ 
tempt to go cou n ter to his wishes. 
My lad y read ers will n ote that the 
above cu stoms are based on very old 
fashion ed an d u n popu lar theories.—Paris 
Cor.
